INTRODUCTION. The Development Plan sets out tho broad intentions of 


the County Council for the development of the County 
during the next twenty years, The County Map and Town hap 
are not intended to show dotailod proposals and cortoin 
items aro sham diagrammaticaliy or, in the case of tho 
County Map, by a symbol. This Statcment describes the 
major proposals contained in the Deveiopment Plan for the 
County. Details relating only to tho Town Map arca arc 
included at tho ond of cach section. 


EXPLANATION In arcas not shown on the Plan tians by any notation 
OF NOTATION the oxisting uscs of iland are intended to remain for the 
most part undisturbed, 
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Tho Tovn Hap shows the predominant usos proposcd, but i 
docs not folio that oxisting uses which do not conform to 
tho proposals will nocossoriiy be disturbed during the 
period of tho Pian, 


The basic proposals of the County Council are:- 


(a) That Cambridge should romain predominantly a 
University tome 


(b) To reduce tho rate at which the City is growing and 
to stabilise the population within the Torm Map 
Arca at not more than about 100,000 persons. 


(c) At the samo timo to accelerate the development of 
villages surrounding Cambridge to accommodate on 
additional population up to approximately 7,500 
persons, 

(d) In the romaindor of the County, to safcguard the 
interests of agriculture and to provide 
improved conditiors for the agricultural 
population. 


(c) To limit industrial expansion in and near Cambridge 
and to discourage the cstablishment of Large 
industries, of the mass-production type, within 
the Administrative County. 


(f) To encourage the dovolonmont of those larger 
villages which are on good lines of communication 
and which form suitablo centres for the surrounding 
rural area,

It is intended that new industries omploying a Large 
number of workers: shall not be established in the City, and

It is intended to encourage the establishment of smali. 
light industrics, preferably those employing a high 
proportion of fomaio labour, in villages in the loess 
prosperous agricultural arcas of tho County. In general’ 
terms the larger viliagos on good linos of communication, 
but beyond a radius of seven miles from Cambridge, wiil bo 
sciccted for this purposc, s 


Tom Map Arcas. 


Lond has been reserved in tho Tom Map for the rc- 
location of existing factorics which are badly sited or 
require room for expansion and for Service Industry, 
inciuding tlorkshops and Storage Yards. 


The following sites have been allocated for particular

(a) a sito adjoining the moin railway lino south of 
the Government Offices in Brooklands Avenue, 
primarily for the University Press, This 
development is expected to take place during 
tho first five year period of the Pian.

The provision of houses in villages surrounding 
Cambridge vill be co-ordinated with development in the City 
itsclf and tho rato of building in these villages will 
therefore be high compared with the more rural parts of the 
County. 


In the rural arcas generally, housing development will 
be guided to those villages where cducational and other 
services and amenities are cr will be provided, as 
indicated on the County Map. 


Development where these facilities are not proposed, 
or where services cannot be occonomicaiiy suppiicd, will 
be strictiy limited, 


Gonsideration will be given to the location of housing 
to mect the special needs of agricultural workers, 
particularly in the Fon Parishes. 


Encouragement will be given to the development’ of 
housing for those wishing to live in the rurai arca, but 
whose place of work may be in the City of Cambridge or 
elsewhere.

A list of tho principal residential arcas proposod to 
bo developed in the City during the period is contained 
in Schedule .

Estates are being developed by the City Council at 
Coleridge Road, Ditton Lanc, Newmarket Road and Quecn 
Edith's Way, and new estates will be commenced shortiy 
at Cherry Hinton Village and at Arbury Road, On ail these 
estates sites have been, or will be, reserved’ for the 
erection of buildings such as churches, shops, community 
centres and public houscs, to serve the neods of tho 
residents.
